THREE DOLLAR 
FILING FEE ON 
INCOME TAX 


Alberta Government Expects to 
Raise $1,,74,000 by Income Tax 
Levy. 


EDMONTON, March 3—Providing 


for a base tax or filing tee of $3 on © 


all taxpayers, a memorandum of the 
proposed new income tax under 
which the provincial government ex- 
pects to raise $1,374,000 was latd 
on the table of the legislature Wed- 
nesday afternoon by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, provincial treasurer. 

‘Chief interest is being shown in 
the filing fee which will be imposed 
on all persons or corporations Hable 
for the tax, or in other words, are 
taxpayers. A person who files a re- 
turn but is not liable would obvious- 
ly not have to pay this fee. 

The tax is to be based on 1931 
incomes. It follows the principle of 
the Dominion income tax to a great 
extent, though the setps are differ- 
ent. 

The proposed percentage rates 
on persons are as follows: one per 
cent On taxable incomes up to $2000; 
two per cent on taxable incomes 


from $2,000 to $4,000; three per 
cent from $4,000 to $65,000, The 
rate increases one per cent each 


$1,000 up to $26,000, with a maxi- 
mum of 265 per cent. 

Exemptions are are follows: 
single persons $750; married  per- 
sons $1,500; dependents $400 each.

All these plantings have 
succeeded with but few casualties, 
and the native spruce, obtained .as 
seedlings ten or twelve inches in 
height, have in less than thirteen 
years attained an average height 
of fifteen feet except those that 
were eaten off by rabbits in the 
winter of 1928-23. They are some- 
what shorter . Starting slowly these 
young spruce accelerated their rate 
of growth until in certain wet sum- 
mers they stretched up two or two 
and a half feet in one season, Dur- 
img the last two years drier weather 
together with the competition of ad- 
jacent trees in the belt has re- 
duced the annual growth to twelve 
or fifteen inches. 


The Scotch pine have also done 
very well, although some specimens 
weakened by overcrowding and ex- 
posure, have succumbed to a_ bark 
beetle. 


This prompts the suggestion that 
in any belt two or more species of 
evergreens should be planted so 
that if one is destroyed by a_ pest 
there will still be evergreens left. 
White spruce and Scotch pine would 
be the writer's first and second 
choices of evergreens, with jack- 
pine considered as a third.

A herd of high producing Ayr- 
shires is kept and feeds other than 
linseed meal and bran are all grown 
on the station, Linseed meal is 
fed to high producing cows only 
because of its richness in proteins 
but also for its laxative and condi- 
tioning effect in keeping cows 
thrifty and vigorous. 

At the present time the station 
herd is being fed roughage consist- 
ing of alfalfa hay, silage, and a few 
roots, while a mixture of oat and 
pea and barley chop ,supplemented 
by linseed meal and bran is fed as 
a concentrate. The low cost of the 
latter two concentrates makes feed- 
ing of these as quite economical at 
this time. 

Farmers feeding for high produc- 
tion must at all times take into con- 
sideration the cost of various feeds. 
Even though a feed is rich in di- 
gestible proteins the cost may not 
permit of it being fed economically.
